W E, the undersigned Commissioners appointed for enquiring into the se- 
veral Funds and Revenues granted for the purposes of Education, and 
into the state and condition of all Schools in Ireland, upon public or charitable 
foundations, in pursuance of the powers vested in us, proceed to submit to your 
Grace, our Report upon the English Schools of private foundation in Ireland, 
in which the Children of the lower orders of the people receive instruction, and 
in some of which they are also clothed and maintained as well as educated.

These Schools, which are five in number, are situated in the I-'arisli of Fork- 
bill, in the Diocese of Armagh, and were founded under the Will of Richard 
Jackson, Esquire, who died in the year 1787, and left his Estates in the Coun- 
ties of Cavan and Armagh, to the then Lord Primate, the Bishops of Down and 
Connor and Dromore, the Rectors of the Parishes of Fork-hill, Killeve.y, 
Loughgilly, Creggan, and Dundalk, and their Successors for ever, in trust,

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Diocese of and for the purpose, after paying certain considerable Legacies and Annuities 
Armagh. to members of his family, “ that the residue of the income" of his Estate in the 

J County of Cavan, should be equally divided, one-lmlf to be enjoyed bv his 

sister and daughter, and after their decease, for propagating the Gospel;* and 
the other half to be expended in clothing and educating as many as the fund 
will allow, poor children of members of the Church of Ireland ; and in o-ivin<»- 
to each at the age of 25 years, five pounds and a loom, and a small holding, in 
preference to other tenants who may offer.” 

And he left the half of his Fork-hill Estate in the County of Armagh “to 
be employed in propagating the religion of our blessed Saviour, particularly in 
the East, by adding to the number of Danish and other Protestant Missionaries, 
as his said Trustees or any three of them, (a Bishop' being one) shall think pro- 
per;” and he bequeathed several Legacies and Annuities besides to different 
persons. 

Several doubts and difficulties having arisen relative to the legal construc- 
tion of this Will, the Trustees of the Charitable Bequests, and the various De- 
visees under the Will, entered into Articles of Agreement for a division of the 
property, which Agreement was ratified by an Act of Parliament passed in 1789: 
•by this Agreement, one thousand pounds per annum was to be applied to the 
Charity for the propagation of the Gospel in the East, and three hundred and 
seventy-five pounds for ever to be applied by the said Trustees for the Charity, 
for the children of members of the Church of Ireland. This sum of £. 375 per 
annum constitutes the present endowment of the Schools in the Parish of Fork- 
hill. 

r l he plan adopted by the Trustees after the passing of this Act, and ever since 
acted upon, with occasional improvements, has been, to afford the means of In- 
struction and Clothing, as far as Funds would admit, to all the Poor Children in 
this Parish, indiscriminately, but under Protestant Masters and Mistresses; 
for this purpose there were three Schools built at different extremities of the 
Parish with suitable dwelling-houses for Masters, and two for Mistresses to in- 
struct the Girls in sewing and needle-work. These School-houses are stated to 
us to be all at present in complete and perfect good order, and to be kept so 
out of the Fund. There are altogether about 380 Children of both sexes who 
attend these schools, of which number about 50 are Protestants. The Masters 
of the Male Schools have £. 40 per annum each, out of which they are obliged to 
pay an Assistant ; the two School-mistresses have each a Salary of ,£.20 each; 
all have houses to reside in. There is besides an Inspector over the Schools at a 
Salary of £.40 per annnm, who is generally the resident Clergyman of the Pa- 
rish. There are many of the Scholars who when educated arc apprenticed to 
different trades, but chiefly the weaving trade, under Protestant Masters, and 
at the expiration of their Apprenticeships they receive each £. 10 and a loom. 

I he Schools are all supplied out of the fund with paper, ink, books and slates. 

Hie Trustees of this Charity meet Quarterly, any three of whom form a 
Board, and examine into the state of the School's, and the conduct of the Mas- 
ters, See. See. 

DR EL IN COU RTS CHARITY SCHOOL. 

This School, which is situated in the Town of Armagh, was founded in the 
year 1732 by the Widow of Dean Drelincourt. The present Income of the 
School is as follows :

The School-house, which was originally built for the accommodation of 40 
Boarders, being more than sufficiently spacious for the accommodation of the 
present number in the School, has been divided into two Tenements, one of 
which is set as already stated. There are at present seventeen Female Children 
in the School, who are lodged, clothed and dieted : they are Orphans, or the 
Children of the Poor in Armagh, and are received at any age between 8 and 10, 
and continue for five years in the Establishment : they are brougnt up in the 
Established Religion, and taught reading, spelling, and needle- works, and to 
platt straw ; and the produce of the sale of their works, is stated to be about 
r 40 per annum : they are apprenticed as Servants, or to Trades, but in general 
as the former. There is a School-mistress ata Salary of £. 20 per annum, and an 
occasional gratuity often pounds; a Master attends three times in the week to 
teach the Children Accounts; their religious instruction is carefully attended to 
by the Curate of Armagh the Rev. Mr. Ball ; and altogether this Charity is 
well and most carefully conducted. 

MAGILERAFELT SCHOOL. 

There is a School at Magherafelt, founded under the Will of Hugh Rainey 
Esq. in 1707. The following is the history of this foundation. In the year 
.above mentioned, Hugh Rainey by will devised liis personal property, which 
amounted to about £.4,393, to his Executors, in trust, that they should 
purchase therewith Lands of Inheritance; the rents thereof to be divided, 
one moiety to his nephews and their ilfne male and female, m strict 
settlement, and the other moiety, to the support of a Charity School for poor 
Boys, who were to be led, clothed, and educated; and he directed that an 
Act of Parliament should he obtained for the confirmation of his Will, and 
the regulation of the Charity. His Executors having died without cai lying 
his will into execution, Ins nephew Thomas Ash purchased an Estate from 
the Right honourable Edward Southwell, containing 1,562 acres and upwards, 
Ivin 0- near Down Patrick in the county of Down, and lor which lie paid the 
sum of £.6,545 i of which sum, £.2,481 was borrowed by said Thomas Ash, 
and secured by mortgage upon the Estate, which then produced the yearly 
income of £. 400. After the purchase of said Estate, £. 1,882 more ot the Assets 
of the said Hugh Rainey come into the hands of the Executors, and were 
applied to the clearing off part of the Mortgage, leaving the Lands still 
subject to the remainder of the sum of £. 2,481 due by Mortgage. 

It appears, -that in the 1 1 th year of George the Second, an Act was passed 
in the Irish Parliament for the regulation of this Charity, and this Act gave 
a power to the Executors to make Leases of Lives renewable lor ever, or 
part of these Lands, instead of the existing Leases 01 thirty-one years, and 
to take fines from the Tenants, in order to raise a sum sufficient to pay oft 
the remaining incumbrances, and then the Act directs that the sum ol 
£ 175 should he a rent-charge upon said Lands, payable for ever to the 
Lord Primate of Ireland, for the support of the School, in lieu of the moiety 
of the Rents applicable by the Will ol Mr. Rainey to the said Charity.

berate t. we find that 111 the year 1713 eight Boys were brought into the 
School, in the next year eight more, and in the year after, eight more ■ and 
for many years subsequent to this period, that number of Children were main- 
tamed m the School. But in consequence of this very improvident Act of 
Parliament, by which a Rent-charge of £. 175 per annum was fixed for ever 
as the Annua Fund for the support of this School, as the value of money 
decreased, and the necessaries of life increased in price, the number of the Chil- 
dren have from year to year been reduced, so much so, that at present there 
are but nine Boys in the School. 

There is a School-master at a Salary of twelve guineas per annum, and a 
Mistress who lives in the School-house, and who is a lineal descendant of 
° f P er annunl > the sum fixed by Mr. Rainey in his 
hill, lhe Children are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic; the Boys 
are apprenticed to Trades with a Fee of fifty shillings each, and a new suit 
of clothes; they are taken into the School without any distinction of 
religion, but whilst at School are brought up as members of the Established 
Umrch. There is no Fund for the repair of the School-house ; and a few 
years ago it being much ont of order, the number of the Children was reduced 
in ordei to accumulate a sufficient sum to put it into good repair, which it is 
now represented to us to be in. The Accounts of the School seem to be 

regularly kept. I here is no Visitor of the School appointed by the Act of

FEMALE ORPHAN SCHOOL, 

Circular Road , Dublin. 

. Tins Establishment was first instituted in the year 1790, in an old house 
m l russia-street, m the City of Dublin, by two benevolent ladies, the late 
-V f dward and «Klate Mrs. Charles Erte; the number of Orphans 

at first was only five, which has been gradually increased to the present 
number, one hundred and fifty. Two years after the first opening of the 
Institution m Prussia .street, the sale of the present School-house was 

fixed on; and a Lease of half an acre of Land in perpetuity having been 

ooiaincd from Lord Monk, the present very spacious School-house and 
Buddings were erected thereon by private Donations and Subscriptions. 

I lie Trustees of the Establishment have rented eleven acres of Land adjoining 
the House, at the price of ten pounds four shillings and nine-pence per acre. 

, The Children received into this Foundation are Female Orphans between 
tne ages of five and ten years at the time of admission, and destitute of the 
means of support; they must also he recommended by a Subscriber, and 
then- Orphamsm certified by the Minister or Curate, and Churchwardens of 
then respective Parishes. A Penal Bond is also required to be passed, sub- 
jecting some solvent friend of each Child applying for admission, to the pay- 
ment ot l. 50. in the event of either Parent of the Child received being alive. 

The Children, who are lodged, dieted, clothed, and instructed, are tauo-ht 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, and instructed in the principles of the 
Christian Religion ; they are also taught all sorts of Needle-work, Knitting, and 
Household woik, to quality them to become useful servants. 

The only permanent Fund for tile support of this most useful and well- 
conducted Institution, arises from the interest of £.5,700. Government five

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There was also a sum of £.2,500 granted by Parliament for building a 
Chapel, but which being found too small for the purpose, has been laid out 
in Government Debentures, the Interest to accumulate until the sum is 
sufficient for the purpose intended. 

The Officers of the Establishment are,

The number of Children apprenticed as Servants (including nine wh 
have been given out to their friends, who were able to maintain them) has 
amounted, since the first Establishment, to one hundred and sixteen. 

The average expenditure of the Establishment for three years, ending 5th 
January 1811, has been £.2,693. 2s. gd. 

It is conducted by Governors and Governesses, who meet at the School- 
house on the first day of each month (January, August, September, and 
October excepted) to transact the business thereof. 

CALVERTSTOWN, 

Sir Richard Levinge, Baronet, who formerly resided at Calvertstown, and 
died in the year 1747, bequeathed the Lands of Laken in the County of Meath, 
partly let in fee-farm, and partly for 900 years, for £.91. 16 s. for the 
maintenance and instruction at Calvertstown, of Poor Children, and for binding 
them out Apprentices. 

There is a School-house, which is reported to be in pretty good condition, 
but there are only seven Boys at present maintained in the Establishment, for 
whom the Master is allowed £.8 per head for their support, schooling, &c. 

We have referred it to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations, to make 
enquiries respecting a considerable arrear now due of the Annuity of this School, 
charged upon the Lands of Lacken by the Founder. 

BLESSINGTON SCHOOL. 

There is a School at Blessington, in the County of Wicklow, founded by 
the first Marquis of Downshire, in which it was proposed, that twenty Sons 
of Protestant Tenants of his Estate, should be taught reading, writing, and 
arithmetic, and to be clothed ; to be admitted at eight years of age, and 
dismissed at twelve. In all the Estate, as we are informed, from the first 
foundation of the School till now, there could not be got so many Sons of 
Protestants whose parents would permit them to take the benefit of the In- 
stitution ; Roman Catholic Children have therefore been admitted. The En- 
dowment consists of an House and Garden, and a Salary of£. 15 per annum 
to the Master, and an Allowance for fuel of £.4. 6 s. 8 d. The Children pay 
for their schooling at the usual rates of Poor Schools; the number at pre- 
sent on the Establishment has not been returned to us. 

CASTLE-KNOCK. 

. William Crosthwaite, Esq. by Deed dated 15th August 1720, granted £. 10 
yearly for ever, issuing out of the Impropriate Rectory of Follystown, in the 
County of Meath, to the Archbishop of Dublin for the time being, in trust, 
for the Education of Poor Children of the Parishes of Castle-knock, Mulla- 
h id art, and Consillagh, Diocese of Dublin. 

There are Twelve Children instructed gratis at present on this foundation.

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A P iecc of ground has been taken lately in this union of Parishes, and 
two large School-houses, one for Boys and the other for Girls, are now 
erecting by the Trustees of the late Richard Morgan, Esq. for the purpose 
of- carrying into execution the intentions of his Will. 

MORGAN’S CHARITY SCHOOLS. 

In the year 1 7 73 » Richard Morgan, Esq. of Newcastle, in the County of 
Dublin, by his last Will anti Testament, after bequeathing several Legacies 
to different persons, and certain Annuities to his nearest relatives, devised all 
his personal Property, and real and freehold Estates, “ in trust, to the Lord 
Primate of Ireland, the Archbishop of Dublin, the Chief Justice of the King’s 
Bench, the Chief- Baron of the Exchequer, and the Lord Mayor of the City 
of Dublin, all for the time being, and their Successors forever; out of the 
produce of the said Estate, to erect and furnish two separate Buildings, for 
the following purposes; to wit, one to provide for the accommodation of one 
hundred Boys, the other for the accommodation of one hundred Girls, the 
Children of poor reduced Protestant Parents ; to be clothed, dieted, lodged, 
educated, and instructed in reading, writing, arithmetic, and other useful 
and necessary qualifications for persons of their condition in life, under the 
inspection of proper Masters and Mistresses, and when of sufficient age, to 
be apprenticed to Protestant Masters and Mistresses, paying with each an 
Apprentice lee of £. 5.” And it is by said Will provided, that a sum not 
exceeding £. 3,000 should be expended in said Buildings; and it was further 
directed by the Ik ill, that in case the fund should produce a greater sum 
annually than would be sufficient for the said purposes, that the Surplus 
should be applied in portioning such of the Children as should behave well in 
their Apprenticeships, and should intermarry with Protestants; and it was 
further directed by Mr. Morgan in bis Will, that the said Buildings should 
be erected on Lands to be taken not exceeding two miles from the City of 
Dublin, within a convenient distance from a Parish Church, and that not 
more than two acres of Land should be appropriated to each Building. 

Mr. Morgan died in the year 1784. 

^' s ne ph ew an( l heir at law, John Godley, Esq. immediately contested the 
Will, on the grounds that the Testator was not of a sound and disposing 
mind at the time of his making it. 0 

The Committee of Charity of the Irish House of Lords, in the year 1 791, takin" 
into consideration the Will and charitable Bequests of Mr. Morgan, com” 
menced for the Trustees a Suit in Chancery against Mr. Godlev” who had 
entered into possession of the real and personal property of the Testator; and 
as the Law Suit was certain to be a contested, tedious and expensive one, and 
the issue of it was thought to be doubtful, the Committee of Charitv of the 
Irish House of Lords in 1792, recommended to the Trustees to enter into an 
agreement with Mr. Godley, and the other persons claiming under the Will, 
to divide the real and personal Property of the Testator into two equal parts, 
one part thereof to be allotted to the Charity, and the other to the said Mr. 
Godley and the other claimants ; and accordingly all Parties having con- 
sented to this arrangement, an Act of Parliament, the expenses of which were 
paid out of the Fund, was passed in the 33d year of George the Third, to con- 
firm said Agreement, and to incorporate the Trustees aforesaid, and their Suc- 
cessors for ever, by the name of “The Trustees of Morgan’s Charity 
Schools.” J 

An amicable Bill for the partition of the Property was afterwards instituted, 
and a Decree for a division of the Estate and the personal Property obtained 
in the Court of Exchequer in the year 1795. The execution of this Decree 
was however delayed in consequence of the death of Mr. Godley. It was at 
length finally obtained, and a Commission issued for the partition ; and the 
several Estates were equally divided between the Trustees and the Heirs of 
Mr. Godley ; and a very respectable Gentleman, Mr. Charles Hamilton, was 
appointed their Agent by the Trustees, a sufficient Fund having been collected 
for the purposes of building the two. School-houses ; at length, in 1810, some

It is represented to m, that tlie Lands of Newcastle, the present Leases of 
svhich will expire in about six years, will then probably produce an annual 
rent of [. boo per annum additional ; no rise can be looked for oil any other part 
of the Estate of the Charity. 

The sum now in the Bank, and which is vested in the Five per Cents. Stock, 
is / 8 887 The Estimate for the two School-houses now building, is under 
/ 8000 about /.!, 500 of which has been expended already; it is expected 
that they will be finished in May 1813; another year's rent of the Estate, as 
well as the annual interest of the residue of the Fund m the Five per Cents, 
will be applicable to furnish the two School-houses. In fine, these two Esta- 
blishments if well attended to, and supplied with capable Masters and Superin- 
tendents, promise to be most useful and noble Establishments among the many 
public ones which at present exist in Ireland for the Education of the Chil- 
dren of the lower orders of our people. 

HOLLYWOOD RATH. 

The Reverend Daniel Jackson, by Will, in the year 1706, charged the 
Lands of Hollywood Rath with £. 6 per annum for ever for a School-master, 
and £. 30 for building a School-house, and devised three acres of Land for 
the same purpose.

The saidR-verend Mr. Jackson also devised a profit Rent out of the Lands 
of Doublings Farm, containing 40 acres and held for 999 years, to the Vicar 
of Sandy for the time being, in trust, tor building a School-house at Santry, 
and paying a School-master £. 6 yearly ; the remainder of the profit Rent to 
he retained by the Vicar as Trustee. 

There is a School-house here with a small garden, and the Vicar pays the 
Master £, 6 per annum. Eight Boys and twelve Girls are instructed at this 
School.

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SWORDS SCHOOL. 

A School has been some few years past established in this Town, upon an 
extensive and liberal plan, by the Trustees of the Compensation Fund, allowed 
by the Parliament of Ireland at the Union for the Borough of Swords, being 
the sum of £. 15,000. And as this was one of what were called Potwalloping 
Boroughs, and not private property, the sum allowed by Parliament to each 
Borough, which at the Union was to cease to send Members to Parliament, was 
vested in Trustees, namely, The Chancellor, Archbishop of Dublin, Bishop of 
Kildare, Provost of Trinity College Dublin, Dean of St. Patrick’s, and the 
Vicar of the Parish ; and it was determined by them to found a School in the 
Town of Swords for the education of the Children of the lower orders of the 
people, without any distinction of Religious persuasions ; accordingly a very 
handsome and commodious School-house was erected, at an expense of above 
£. 2,000. There are a Master, Mistress and Superintendent, at a Salary of fifty 
pounds per annum each. The School was opened in the year 1809, since which 
time above twenty Children have been apprenticed from it to different Trades. 
There are now on the books 261 Children, of which number 127 are Boys, 
and 134 Girls ; all are Day-scholars, and instructed gratuitously in reading, 
■writing and arithmetic; the most intelligent Scholars of each sex are ap- 
pointed Monitors of Classes, and each Monitor is allowed ten shillings per 
quarter Salary ; a fee, in no cases less than £. 10 or more than £. 20, is given 
with each Child apprenticed, and the most deserving Children, and those who 
have attended the School regularly, are, at a public annual examination, selected 
and recommended to the Trustees for Apprenticeships. 

Connected with this Establishment, and supported out of its funds, are also a 
Dispensary and a Coal-yard, for supplying with Medicine gratis when wanted, 
and with Coals at a reduced price, the Parents of the poorest Children who 
have regularly attended the School ; the other indigent inhabitants of Swords, 
upon proper recommendations, are entitled to the benefits both of the Dis- 
pensary and of the Coal-yard. 

SWORDS. 

Dean Scardeville, in the year 1703, bequeathed a sum of money for the sup- 
port of a School in the Parish of Swords for the Children of poor Protestants. 
We find that the then Attorney General, at the relation of the Churchwardens 
of the Parish, in the year 1779, filed a hi Chancery for the recovery of this 
Charity ; the Suit was abandoned, but on what grounds we have not been able 
to ascertain. 

It appears by the Vestry Book of the Parish of Swords, that an Inventory was 
taken on the 20th of February 1739 °f the Deeds and Papers belonging to 
the Parish, and that there were then (inter alia) a Map of the Lands given by 
the Reverend Archdeacon Hcwetson for the endowment of a School, and a 
conveyance from him of a Mill and Lands to the said School. 

We have been furnished by the present Incumbent of Swords, with a Copy 
of this Indenture, which is dated 28th July 1719, and made by Archdeacon 
Hewelson to the Reverend John Wynne, the then Incumbent, and his Successors 
for ever, “of all that and those the Lands whereon the Mill stands, now in the 
possession of Samuel Biass, together with the said Mill, for the sole use and 
support of a School-master, licensed by his Grace the Archbishop of Dublin 
and his Successors, Archbishops of Dublin from time to time, for ever, for the 
said Parish of Swords.” 

There are no Schools at Swords supported under either of these Endowments, 
nor ever have been in the memory of any one now living. 

FINGLASS. 

This School is supported by the interest of money bequeathed at different 
times to it, and now amounting to about £. 2e per annum. The School- 
house has been suffered to go to ruin ; the School is kept in the House 

of 
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<,f the Clerk of the Parish, who is the School-master, and who has about 25 
Scholars. t_ 

Mr. James Knight, by Deed dated tire 30th November 1725, granted a Rent- 
charge for ever of £. ho yearly, for the support of a Charity School then kept 
in the Little Close behind the Cathedral of Saint Patrick s in Dublin, for 
ciothino’, educating and binding out Apprentices, 20 Boys of poorlopish 
Parents to be bred up Protestants : If the Children ot such Parents are not to 
be had, the Children of poor Protestants are to be admitted. A long and ex- 
tensive Suit for the recovery of this Charity, was instituted, and a decree m 1 > 
favour given about the year 1780 ; the Rent-charge however is not now paid, 
or any School kept on this foundation. The Trustees of this Charity are the 

Archbishop of Dublin, the Dean of Saint Patrick a, and other Digmtar.es of r the 
Chapter. We have been informed oy a member of the Boaid, the I.oid B sh [ 

of Killalla, who, when Dean of Saint Patrick’s, had fully investigated this 

business, that William Humphrey, Esquire, whose Estate is subject to this Rent- 
charge, has expressed his willingness to come to an amicable agreement with 
the Trustees, and to pay the arrear. 

CELBRIDGE CHARITY SCHOOL. 
f This is an Endowment by the late Right honoural ole Wdiiam ConnoU}-, 
Speaker of the Irish House of Commons 111 the reign of Geo, ge the 1 irst ami 
is situated at Celbridge in the County of Dublin. Here is a School-house 
sufficiently large to accommodate one hundred Children, with agaidenand 
fmuacres under yard, out-offices and pasture together with 4.5 acres of Laud 
round the House, partly enclosed by an 8 feet high wall. I he original Endow- 
, n „ nt ,,. as a rent-charo-e of /. 250 per annum on the Connolly instate, to «mcn 
Mr William Connolly* the nephew of the Founder, gave additional Lands, so as 
to make the number 6f acres* attached to the Endowment fifty ; and which ^are 
valued at four pounds per acre; an annuity foi 9 P f t L„i ate 

nnrehased for / 200 some years ago, which sum wasthe Donation of the late 
Counsellor Theobald Wolf; the permanent income of the Endowment is there- 
fore £■ 450 per annum. 

The late Right honourable Thomas Connolly made the School a farther 
E rant for the lives of six persons, four ot which are dropped (Lady Louisa 
f’onnoily and a Mr. John Simmons being the 

lives the School is entitled to receive per annum £ 50 more, Mr. Connolly 
annuity. 

In consequence of an application made in February 1S09 bv Lady Louisa 
Connolly, the only surviving Trustee, this Establishment was in 1 the month of 
December in the same year transferred to the management of the InWipp- 
laled Society for promoting Protestant Schools in Ireland, and the funds ap 
pUcable to its support were legally vested in that Board. Under this arrangement 
provisiou°lias be^n made by^Society for the constant -^0” 0 thi^ 
Children, at the recommendation of the Representatives of the late Mr Conno \ , 
because the School having been originally instituted and endowed to. the 
benefit of the tenantry on the Estate of that Family, it appeaiet piopt 
the first step should he to secure their Interest in it.

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in spinning, platting straw, dressing flax, khittiug stockings, and mending 
their own clothes, and other useful branches of female industry. 

RAT II COOL SCHOOL. 

This School is situated in the village of Rathcool, about ten miles from 
Dublin, and was endowed by a Mrs. Mercer, in the year 1734, who left her 
Estates to five Trustees, viz. the Archbishop of Dublin, the Bishop of Kildare, 
the Dean of St. Patrick’s, the Archdeacon of Dublin, and the Minister of St. 
Ih idget s Church in Dublin, all for the time being; for two purposes : first, 
for paying annually thereout one hundred pounds to the Sick Poor of the 
Parishes of St. Bridget, St. Peter’s, St. Nicholas without, and St. Luke ; and 
next, for the maintenance of as many Protestant Children as the residue of the 
Income could afford. 

In the year 1744, the School-house was completed : it is a good and sub- 
stantial Building, in excellent repair ; at first, 20 female Children were received, 
now (1812) fifty Girls are maintained, clothed, and educated, the Income 
being increased from £.330 per annum to £635. i6r. 7 d. subject to the 
£. 100 per annum to the Parishes before mentioned, with a prospect of further 
increase at the expiration of some of the existing Leases, the greater part of 
which are determinable. Besides the Estate, the sum of £. 450, five per cent. 
Stock, has been lately bought out of the Savings, and two Bequests to the 
School, adding now £. 22. 10s. per annum to the Income of the Charity. 
This Stock, is vested in the joint names of the present Bishop of Killalla, and 
the Reverend Peter Lefanu, Minister of St. Bridget’s, who succeeded the 
present Bishop of Killalla in the superintendence and management of this 
School, under the controul of the Trustees, and who also, after the example of 
his Lordship, collects the Rents without any charge to the Charity. 

The Mistress of the School has a Salary of £. 12 a year, and is also allowed 
sixpence per diem for her diet: the Master, who is her husband, has twelve 
pounds per annum. The Children are maintained for 3 \d. per day each, and 
twenty acres of the Land is annexed to the House, which the Master is 
allowed rent-free, together with six cows, bought at the expense of the Insti- 
tution, to make up for the smallness of the Allowance of 3 per head a day 
for each Childs food. There is also a Gardener and one Maid Servant paid by 
the Trustees ; so that the maintenance of each Child, exclusive of the Salaries 
of the Establishment, may be estimated at £. 10 each. 

The present annual Expenditure of this Establishment is not much above 
j£. 500, so that if the Establishment continues to be conducted with as much 
economy as heretofore, more Savings will be gradually made for contingent 
Expenses, arising from sickness, lepairs, furniture, and in time for the in- 
crease of the number on the Establishment. 

The Children are taught, besides reading, writing, and arithmetic, spinning, 
knitting, needle-work, and particularly every species of household country 
employment : their religious education is also carefully attended to. 

.The Girls, when fit, are apprenticed to Trades and Services, as opportunities 
offer. 

This Charity for many years past has been and still is extremely well con- 
ducted in every respect. The Trustees visit the School, and hold frequent 
Boards, and pass the Accounts at stated periods.

FETHARD SCHOOL. 

This is a small Endowment of £. 200, left by the Will of the Reverend Morgan Diocese of 
Hickey, many years ago in the hands of the Reverend John Armstrong, of Cashei. 

Tipperary, at five per cent, in trust, as an additional Stipend to the School- 1 ' — " 

master of the Parochial School of Fethard. There are thirty-four Scholars at this 
School, who pay from three shillings to five per Quarter for their instruction. 

There is no School-house belonging to the Endowment. 

BALLINTEMPLE SCHOOL. 

An Endowment of one hundred pounds, left by the same person, in the same 
hands, for the like object, and under the same rules ; no School-master at 
present, but one to be appointed as soon as a proper person can be obtained :

The foregoing sum of £.300 is in the hands of the Reverend William Arm- 
strong, Rector of Mealliffe, in the Diocese of Cashel, eldest Son and Repre- 
sentative of the late Reverend John Armstrong ; the Interest has been regularly 
paid, save for three years, when there was no School-master ; the arrear is in 
the hands of the Reverend William Armstrong. 

TOE M. 

An Endowment in the same Diocese, of one hundred pounds, left by the 
Will of the Reverend J. Doherty, in trust, to the late Archbishop Cox, a

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l- 4 per cent, as an additional Stipend to the School-master of the Parochial 
School of Toem. The School-master having lately died, the School is kept 
by his widow, who has ten Scholars, who pay two shillings and sixpence 
per Quarter. No House belonging to the Endowment. 

TEMPLENEIRY. 

An Endowment of one hundred pounds at four per cent, in the same hands, 
left by the Reverend J. Doherty, for the same object, and under the same 
rules. The Parish Clerk is here the School-master : lie has twenty Scholars, who 
pay at the rate of two shillings and sixpence per Quarter. No' School-house 
belonging to this Endowment. 

DO ON. 

An Endowment of one hundred pounds also left by the same person, in the 
same hands, and for the same purpose. The Parish Clerk is the School-master : 
lie has no House ; number of his Scholars is not returned. 

The foregoing sums are each secured in the hands of the Representatives 
of the late Archbishop Cox, at four per cent. Interest, which has been regu- 
larly paid. 

TUB BRIT SCHOOL. 

Diocese of This School, which is situated at Tubbrit, in the County of Fermanagh, 
Clogher. was founded under the Will of George Vaughan, Esq. dated the 23d day of 

J June 1735, who devised all his Estate in the County of Fermanagh, and all 

his other Lands of Inheritance, Freehold and other Leases, to the then 
Primate of Ireland, the Lords Bishop of Derry, Clogher, Rapboe, Elphin, 
Kilmore, Meath, and their Successors, together with certain other persons 
named in his Will, in trust, that they should yearly and every year lay out 
the sum of two thousand pounds in the purchase of Lands of Inheritance in 
fee simple, and continue so to do, until the annual amount of these new 
purchases, and the income of his Estates so devised, should amount to the 
clear yearly value of four thousand pounds ; and his Will the;; directed, that 
when and so soon as such purchases shall be completed, and ti Estates shall 
produce an income of four thousand pounds per annum, that h -Trustees shall 
then set apart so much of his Estates in the County of Fermana; ; did County 
of Donegal, and of the Lands so to be purchased as aforesai ! as should 
make up and amount to £. 2, coo per annum, which sum -.the Trust* < aforesaid 
were to appropriate to the erection and support of a School-house and School, 
sufficiently large to contain three hundred Boys and two hundred Girls, who 
were to lie maintained, educated, and instructed in the several branches of 
the Linen Manufacture, and in Husbandry, in such manner, as the id Trus- 
tees shall from time to time think most fit and convenient. Said l uiowiKent 
to be called and known by the name of “ The Charitable Charter School of 
George Vaughan, Esq.” He also desired that a Church should be built for the 
use of the Children of the Establishment; and he further directed by his 
Will, that the other moiety of his Estate, amounting to two thousand pounds 
per annum, should be vested also in his Trustees, in trust, and for the use 
of his wife during her life, and after- her death to several of his relations,, who 
are specified in his Will, to the use to each for life of this income of £. 2,o00, 
with remainders to the heirs male ancl the survivor of them during life, and 
in default of such Heirs, remainder to the Incorporated Society for promoting 
English Protestant Charter Schools. Mr. George Vaughan having died in the year 
1763, and his Executors named in his Will having renounced the execution 
thereof, and his nephew Basil Brooke, Esquire, having taken out administration 
and soon after died, and another nephew, Gustavus Brooke, Esquire, having suc- 
ceeded to him as administrator in 1768, it was discovered that owing to the 
circumstance of his Leasehold Interests under the See of Derry, which were very 
considerable, having been suffered to expiie, there remained but his real 
Estates in the Counties of Fermanagh and Donegal, amounting to the yearly in- 
come of only 1,284. to enable the Trustees to purchase Lands of Inheri- 
tance sufficient to produce the yearly iucome of £ 4,000; until which purchases 

were-

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were made, no part of the charitable or other clevises in his Wilt could, ac- 
cording to the strict letter of the same, be carried into effect ; whereupon an ^ 
Agreement was entered into between the Trustees and the Relations of Mr. 
Vaughan entitled to the moiety of his Estates, under the conditions in his Will 
expressed, to divide equally between them and the Charity all his real Estates 
and personal Property remaining, and accordingly an Act was passed in the 
Irish Parliament in the year 1776 to confirm this Agreement; by this Act the 
Estate was equally divided, and one half confirmed to Mr. Vaughan’s Relations 
in strict settlement, according to his Will, but freed from the limitation over to 
the Incorporated Society in default of issue male, and the other part was vested 
in the Primate, the Bishops of Derry, Clogher and Raphoe for the time being, 
•St. George Caulfield, Richard Leslie, Antony Poster, then Chief Baron of the 
Exchequer, William Scott, second Baron of said Court, Edward Ledwich, Dean 
of Kildare, Richard Woodward, Dean of Clogher, Sir Arthur Brooke, and 
Howard St. George, and the Rector of the Parish of Drumheiran for the time 
being ; which persons were constituted a Corporation with power to supply va- 
cancies within six calendar months, so that the number of Governors may al- 
ways be thirteen and no more; and those Governors were to have power of 
making Rules and Regulations, and of appointing Officers and Servants for the 
Establishment, admitting Children, and superintending the affairs of the Cha- 
rity ; and by the same Act they are empowered to make Leases of the Lands 
of the Charity for three lives or 31. years, in possession and notin reversion, at 
the best reserved yearly rent. 

The Corporation having caused a School-house with every suitable accom- 
modation, and capable of containing from seventy to eighty Children, to he 
erected, which cost about five thousand pounds, opened this School in the 
rear 1787 : thirty Children were then admitted into it, who were dieted, clothed, 
lodged, and instructed in reading, writing, arithmetic, agriculture and gar- 
dening. We have been furnished by the Rev. Doctor Howard St. George, one of 
the surviving Trustees under the Act of Parliament of 1776, (whom we exa- 
mined) with the following account of the present condition of this Endow- 
ment. He has stated to us that the Estate of the Charity now produced a net 
rent of £. 606. 13 s. rod. only, after deducting fee-farm rents and Agents 
fees ; but we have not been able to procure an account of the number of acres 
which the Estate contains, or an estimate of the present annual v;.«lue of the 
Lands. It appears from Doctor St. George’s examination, that besides this 
Estate, there is the sum of six thousand pounds in three and a half per cent. 
Debentures lodged in the Bank of Messrs. Finlay and Company in Dublin, in 
the name of Doctor St. George, who is also the Treasurer of this Gharity, and 
the Interest of which Debentures amounts to £. 210 per annum, so that the 
total present Income of this Charity School is,£. 816. 13 s. 10 d. per annum. 

There are at present forty Boys in this Establishment, who are fed, clothed, 
and schooled : they are received in the Foundation at six years of age, and at 
14 (and sometimes not till 16 years of age) are apprenticed to Weavers in ge- 
neral, but are not instructed in any trade whilst in the School ; a fee of £. 3 is 
given with each Apprentice to the Master, and ^.3 more at the end of the first 
year, and £.4 to the lad himself at the expiration of the apprenticeship.

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BLUE COAT HOSPITAL in CORK. 

This Endowment was founded in or about the year 1699, by Doctor Edward Diocese of 
Worth, Bishop of Killaloe: The following is the information which we have re- , Cork an d Ros * 
ceived respecting it. Some time previous to his death, Doctor Worth executed 
a Deed to William Goddard, Mayor of the Staple of Cork, and William Andrews 
and Jonathan Perry, the then Constables of Cork; by which Deed he vested in 
them and their Successors for ever, the Lands known by the name of the 
Little Spittal Fields in the South Liberties of Cork, and also the Lands of 
Chapel East and Chapel West, Ballynought, and Cahirgall in the North Liber- 
ties of Cork, subject to a head-rent of twenty pounds per annum to Doctor 
Worth and his heirs. By this Deed the Mayor aud Corporation were bound to 
erect a commodious School-house on said Lands, to be called St. Stephen's 
Hospital, and therein to educate as many Boys of the Protestant Religion as 
the Funds would maintain ; that the Mayor and Corporation of Cork were to 
have the government and power of visiting the School, and making rules for 
its administration, and that they were to let Leases of only twenty-one years of 
the lands called the Spital Fields, taking half a year’s rent as a fine ; said 
Fines to be converted only to the use and maintenance of said School or Hos- 
pital ; that the other part of the Lands belonging to the Endowment, East and 
West Ballynought, &c. &c. were to be leased at twenty-one years, at the best 
improved yearly rent, the rents to he expended -in the maintenance and sup- 
port of the School ; that also four Students in Trinity College, who must be na- 
tives of the City of Cork, in preference to all others, should receive 20 per 
annum as exhibitions, and that tire Bishop of Cork, the Mayor of Ditto, the 
Provost of the College of Dublin, and the Heir of the Worth family, should no- 
minate the Students ; that the other Scholars were to be apprenticed to Trades. 

Such is the account which we have received of the contents of this Deed ; the 
original we have not seen, nor have we been able to obtain a Copy of it : the 
Lands therein granted to this Charity, produce now, if our information be cor- 
rect, from five to six thousand pounds per annum. 

We are also informed, lhat in or about the year 1707, these Lands were leased 
for ever at the annual rent of £■ 457- ibr. per annum, by the then Mayor and 
Corporation of Cork, under a second Deed, but whether executed by Doctor 
Worth, or by his brother, our information does not specify ; but it states, that 
in the making these Leases for ever , the then Mayor and Corporation of Cork 
attended more to the advantages of their friends, to whom they let the Lands, 
than to the Interests of the Foundation, for which they were Trustees. 

Under all the circumstances of this case, as represented to us, we have 
thought it our duty to refer the further investigation of it to the Board of Cha- 
ritable Donations and Bequests, who have powers to sue for the recovery of 
Charities cancelled, embezzled or misapplied ; we have reason to think that 
without great difficulties aud delays we could not obtain the accurate informa- 
tion respecting this Charity which we would desire ; and though the informa- 
tion which we have detailed above, was given to us, with the reserve, that it 
was collected from report and conversation, and might not be accurate, still 
we thought it our duty, by referring the subject to the Board of Charitable Do- 
nations, to put it into such a train of enquiry, that if it should be found that 
the property of this Charity has been improperly demised, it may be sued for, 
recovered, and applied according to the original intentions of Doctor Worth. 

There is a very spacious School belonging to this Foundation, in which as 
many Boys as the present income will maintain, 20 or 24, are lodged, clothed, 
dieted and educated, and receive a better kind of education than what is 
usually given at Charity Schools : they are mostly the Sons of decayed Citi- 
zens of Cork, and are recommended for admission by the Members of the 
Corporation. 

THE GREEN COAT HOSPITAL in the City of CORK. 

This School was endowed by several persons at different periods, with Lands, Diocese of 
Donations and Bequests, the Income of which now amounts altogether to the Cork.

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sum of £.134. i O f tliis sum about forty pounds is paid to the Master and 
Mistress and their Assistants ; the remainder of the fund is devoted to clolhiiv 
the Children, and maintaining from 16 to 18 reduced old persons on the Esta- 
blishment. There were 52 Children educated at this School within this year, of 
which number 40 remained on the Establishment the 25th December 1 810. This 
is represented to us as a very well-regulated Charity. A part of the Income of 
this Endowment, which arises from Lands, we are informed will soon rise very 
considerably. 

DEANE’S CHARITY SCHOOL. 

Moses Deane, Esq. in the year 1726, left a concern in Cock-pit Lane, in the 
city of Cork, worth about £.136 per annum yearly, with directions that the said 
yearly rent should be put out to interest, for the'' purpose (inter alia) of raising 
the sum of £. 1,200 each, for the support of four Schools in the City of 
Cork, for educating and clothing twenty Boys and twenty Girls in each 
School. The interest of the Charity in the concerns in Cock-pit Lane, has 
expired about ten years since. There has been but one School established, 
which is in St. Peter’s Parish. Mr. Trench of Marino, the representative of 
the family, some years ago paid, as we are informed, into the hands of the 
Rector of St. Nicholas Parish £. 1,200, which is now in the Funds, and has 
accumulated to £.2,750. The Parishes of Christ Church and St. Mary’s 
Shandon have not received their proportions, and have lately applied to the 
Commissioners of Charitable Donations for their interference. 

There are at present twenty-five Boys and twenty-five Girls in this School, 
who are clothed and educated. Its present Income consists of £. 72, paid 
by the Corporation of Cork, but whether a voluntary annuity, or otherwise, is 
not stated to us ; £.12. per annum paid by the Representatives of Mr. Lysag-ht, 
a Bequest; and £. 39. 15s. paid out of Deane’s Fund. — Total £.113. 15*. per 
annum. 

The School is kept in a very large house, capable of accommodating one 
hundred Children, which was originally the School-house belonging to Moses 
Deane’s Endowment, who during his lifetime erected it, and an Alms-house, 
and by his Will, dated in 1734, bequeathed rent-charges for ever, amounting 
to £.216 yearly, for their support. The intentions of the Testator in this 
case, have not been carried into effect by his Representatives, no rent being 
paid for the last thirty or forty years, and the Estate no longer remains in 
the family of the Founder. 

A Suit was instituted in 1788 by the then Bishop of Cloyne, for the recovery 
of this Charity, but unsuccessfully, as we are informed. 

SHARMAN’S SCHOOL. 

A Mrs. Sharman, and an Archdeacon Pomeroy, endowed a School many 
years since in Hammond Lane, in the city of Cork. The total income of 
their joint Bequests, is now £.23 per annum, for which sum five Boys are 
educated gratis. The Master educates other Children, for whose instruction 
he is paid by the parents. 

Mrs. Sharman also endowed a School in St. Finsbury’s Parish, in the city 
of Cork, with £.10 per annum. In this School seventy Children are now 
tuaght. 



BISHOP LESLIE’S SCHOOL. 

In a Document drawn up by a Member of the Board of Education of 1788, 
and now in our possession, we find the following Memorandums: “Robert 
Leslie, Bishop of Clogher, who died in 1672, devised the Interest of £.500 
for the maintenance of a Free School at Clogher, This money has never 
been applied.” 

BISHOP GARNET’S SCHOOL. 

“ By the Will of Doctor Garnet, Bishop of Clogher, it appears that at a 
meeting of the Trustees of Bishop Sterne's Charities, it M’as ordered that a 

sum 
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sum not exceeding £.100 should be paid annually to the Dean and Chapter 
of Clogher, for the repairs of the Cathedral ; this sum, when recovered, he 
bequeathed to the Dean and Chapter, in trust, for a School-master and School- 
house, in the said parish.” 

TIHALLON. 

“Captain Richardson devised the Interest of £.100. at six per cent, to 
be divided equally between the Parish School-master and the Poor of the 
Parish.” . 

MONAGHAN. 

“ 'William Cairnes, Esq. charged his Estate in Monaghan with £. 20 yearly 
for ever, for the support of a Mathematical Master.” Upon an application 
made by us to the Lord Bishop of Clogher, for an account of these and other 
Schools of private foundation in his Diocese, we have been furnished, by his 
Lordship’s order, with the following account from his Register. 

“ That his Lordship does not find that any School was founded within his 
Diocese in the year 1672, or at any other period, by Doctor Robert Leslie, 
formerly Bishop of Clogher; nor does his Lordship find that any School was 
founded by Captain Richardson at Tihallon, or any Donation or Bequest left 
by him for that purpose.” 

That there was a School-house built by Dr. John Garnet, formerly Bishop 
of Clogher, which, with two acres of Land, has been ever since given by the 
Bishop of Clogher to a School-master; besides this, the School-master enjoys 
whatever remains of five £.5 per cent. Government Debentures of £. loo each, 
after the necessary repairs of the School-house had been expended thereout, 
which sum was recovered from Bishop Sterne’s Charity. The School-house is 
at present in a state of good repair, and the number of Scholars fifty-three, viz. 
thirty-six males and seventeen females, who are instructed in book-keeping, 
arithmetic, reading, writing, and spelling, and pay from four shillings and 
. four-pence, to seven shillings and seven-pence per quarter, for their education, 

according to the different branches in which they are instructed. As to the 
Mathematical School endowed by Mr. Cairns, the following is his Lordship's 
Report, which he received from the Rector of Monaghan. 

“I have heard that this Bequest of £.20 yearly, was paid partly to a 
Mathematical Master, and partly to the Diocesan School-master at Monaghan, 
and that the whole was afterwards paid to the Diocesan School-master, but that 
about the year 1798 the same ceased to be paid, and since that period has not 
been paid, as far as I can learn.” His Lordship does not find that the School- 
house as intended, was ever erected, at least there is no such School-house 
now in being.” 

t The Report from his Lordship also states, “ that Edward Lucas, Esquire, late 

of Castleham, in the Parish of Monhagan, in or about the year 175S, left a 
Bequest of twenty pounds yearly for ever for an English School-master at 
Castleham. I have not heard of this sum having ever been paid, nor have I 
seen his Will.” 

CLOYNE SCHOOL. 

Doctor Charles Crowe, formerly Bishop of Cloyne, by a codicil to his Will Diocese of 
bearing date the 17th of March 1719, bequeathed to his wife, and to the then Cl o yne. t 
Treasurer and Precentor of Cloyne, and after their death to the Treasurer ar.d 
Precentor for the time being, the small Burghery of Cloyne, in trust, for cloth- 
ing, educating and binding Apprentices poor Boys of the Diocese. The Income 
of this Charity in the year 1788 was £. 64- 16. 3. per annum 

Bishop Crowe's Charity School, which is situated in the town of Cloyne, has 
within these few years been put upon a very respectable footing; a House 
has been erected in the principal street of the Town, and an excellent 
Master engaged at a Salary of £. 30 per annum, who was educated in Trinity 
College, Dublin. He has ten Protestant Boys on the Foundation, for which the 
Trustees; ay him £. 15 per annum for clothing, boarding ar.d lodging each 
219. E Boy;

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Diocese of Boy’; t he School-house and Garden lie is allowed rent-free. Besides these 

Cloyne. j3 oys on t i le Foundation, he has six Boarders and twenty-five Day-scholars, 

V Protestants and Roman Catholics. Nine of these Children are taught the 

Classics, the rest reading, writing and arithmetic ; the School is of the 
greatest benefit to the town and neighbourhood, and the intentions of the 
Founder carried into full effect. The income of the Estate is now about one 
hundred and sixty-five pounds per annum. 

W e are indebted to the Lord Bishop of Cloyne, who is the Inspector of this 
School, for the above account of this very well-conducted Foundation. 

YOU G HALL. 

This School was endowed by the Earl of Cork, in the year 1610, with a large 
House, and a Salary of £.30 per annum for the Master: it was kept as a 
Classic School in 1788. The Lord Bishop of Cloyne has made the following 
Report upon the present state of this School. 

“The Master- of the School of Youghall. the Rev. Mr. Hackett, having been 
appointed by the late Duke of Devonshire ^who is Lord Cork s representative) 
contrary, as I understand, to the wishes of the Corporation of Youghall, com- 
plained frequently to me of being opposed and discouraged by the latter, and 
though he seemed anxious to do his duty, it was a matter in which I could give 
him no relief. In consequence of this discouragement, he gave up his pupils and 
left the place, but it is represented to me that he still continues to receive the 
Salary from the Duke or his Agent, though the Charity is entirely frustrated, 
and the School-house hired by a manufacturer for the purposes ot his trade. 

BUTTEVANT. 

The Countess of Lanesborough endowed this School, in the year 1698, with 
a House, half an acre of Land, and £ . 20 per annum. 

At CASTLEHARRISON. 

Near Charleville, in the Diocese of Cloyne, a School-house was built by 
Henry Harrison, Esquire, and endowed with £. 20 per annum, charged upon an 
Estate in Dublin; of the present condition of the endowments at Buttevant 
and Castleharrison, we have received the following account from the Lord 
Bishop of Cloyne : 

“ The School at Buttevant, founded by Lady Lanesborough, having no revenue 
but what arose from Lands which were Leasehold, and the Lease having long 
since expired, the property has changed its owner, and the School has of course 
ceased. 

"The School of Castleharrison near Charleville, has been many years without a 
Scholar. There, is a House belonging to this School, and a Salary, which ought 
to be paid by Mr. Harrison, of £. 20 per annum ; and on the Charitable Com- 
mittee of the Irish House of Lords interfering about 28 years ago, the School- 
house was repaired and some arrears recovered, but nothing effectual has been 
clone since, and the present owner of the Estate being insane, has increased the 
difficulty of obtaining redress.” 

EYRE COURT SCHOOL. 

Diocese of The Rev. Richard Banks, in the year bequeathed all his property for 

Cloofert. t | je encou ragement of a Protestant School-master at Eyrecourt. Here is a 

~ ' o-ood School-house, built by the father of the present Master, the Rev. Thomas 

Hackett (who once kept a Grammar School in it) for the sum of about £.600, 
chiefly the accumulation of the Interest of Mr. Banks’s property, and a small 
sum advanced by Mr. Hackett the father. This School was built upon an 
acre of Land, leased for lives renewable for ever, by Lord Eyre, to tiie 
Rev. Thomas Hackett, the former Master, and lately renewed by Lord Eyre 
to the present Master, the Rev. John Hackett, who is his son and successor in 
the School. Mr. Hackett the father having paid £30 to the former Tenant 
for his interest in this acre of Laud, and having advanced one part of this 

sum 
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sum out of his pocket, imagines that the half of this Land is his own 
property. The present Master, on his examination before us, declared that he 
conceived the whole to be the property of the School. 

We find that the last renewal of the Lease has been made to Mr. John 
Hackett individually, and not as Master of the School ; which we think 
incorrect.

The Salary of the Master arises from the Interest at six per cent, of the 
sum of .£.700, Mr. Banks's Bequest, lent to Lancellot Sandys, Esq. of Kilcavan 
in the Queen’s County, and secured by Bond on Lancellot Sandys and George 
Sandys, Esq. deceased, and which Interest is paid regularly. 



We think the Lease of the Land on which this School-house, and the Offices, 
See. are erected, ought to have been made and renewed to the Trustees of 
Eyrecourt School, and not to Mr. Hackett, or his father, as private individuals. 
If this is not done, disputes respecting the right of property may be expected 
to arise at no distant period. 



The present Master, the Rev. John Hackett, was appointed in the year 
1796 by Doctor Marley, Bishop of Clonfert, Giles Eyre, Esq. and the Rev. 
Thomas Hackett, Vicar of Donanaughter, the three Trustees of this Charity. 
He receives the £.42 per annum, the Interest of the Fund : his father, the 
late Master, now above 78 years of age, occasionally instructed two Boys in 
the School-house. About twelve more poor Children, who are Protestants, 
were instructed at a School in the town, kept by a man who had lately 
renounced the Roman Catholic Religion. Mr. John Hackett paid him four 
guineas a year for instructing that number, he himself never having- 
attended in person to the duties of the School, of which he receives the 
emoluments. 

BELFAST SCHOOLS. 



The late Lord Donegal, in the year 1777, demised ten acres of Land at Diocese of 
Malone, about four miles from Belfast, for three lives and forty-one years, at L Down. 
a small annual rent, for the purpose of erecting a School-house thereon, and " 

for the benefit of the Master; he also allowed £.20 per annum as a salary, 
for which as many Children were to receive free education. 

The School has been continued since that time, and generally contains, as 
has been stated to us, about one hundred Children. The present Marquis of 
Donegal continues to pay the Salary of £.20 per annum, and such of the 
Children as are able to afford it, pay the Master at small rates for their 
instruction. 

There is another small School in the same neighbourhood. The School- 
house is rent-free, but has no Land attached to it. The Marquis of Donegal 
pays the Master ten guineas per annum, which, with small subscriptions from 
the neighbourhood, and the casual profits arising from some of the Scholars, 
constitute the Master’s income: at this School about eighty Children attend. 

William Leg g. Esq. of Malone (a tenant of the Marquis of Donegal) has also 
lately instituted two Free Schools in the same neighbourhood, in which the 
Boys and Girls are separately educated. The amount of these endowments 
are not stated to us. 



In Belfast there has been for some years past a very considerable Sunday 
School, supported by Voluntary Subscription, which has led to an undertak- 
ing of a permanent Establishment. By the account which we received of this 
School in October 1810 from the Minister of the parsih, the Rev. Mr. May, 
it appears that there were then two hundred and eighty Children instructed 
at it on every Sunday, and that there were three hundred more on the List for 
admission, who could not be received into the School for want of room. 
There are twenty-six young men who teach gratuitously, and take charge of 
the School in rotation, seven each Sunday. In consequence of the very liberal 
Subscriptions from the people of Belfast and gentry of the neighbourhood, it 
has been resolved to build a School-house sufficiently large to accommodate 
five hundred l upils, and to open it as a daily School. The Marquis of 
Donegal has granted a very extensive and valuable lot of Ground in the* 
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liocese of town, for the site of a School-house, at a small annual Rent for 99 years; 

Down. very liberal Donations and Subscriptions, amounting in 1810 to above £. 1,100, 

— > ] ia J | 3ec n entered into. The School-house had been begun, and when 

finished, it was proposed that the School should contain five hundred Chil- 
hren. It is to he hoped, however, that the Sunday School, which has already 
been attended with such success, will not be discontinued. 

BANGOR SCHOOL. 

At Bangor in the Diocese of Down, there is a small endowment of £.5 per 
annum for a Charity School. 

BALLINTAY SCHOOL. 

At Ballintay in the same Diocese, a School was founded by Mrs. Jane 
Stewart, who bv her Will, dated in 1760, left a Rent-charge of £. 15 for ever on 
her Estate, to be applied towards the erecting and endowing a School at Ballin- 
tay for teaching the Children of the poor Inhabitants of said Parish, of all re- 
ligious denominations, to read and write ; the Schoolmaster to be elected by 
the Parishioners met in a vestry for that purpose. Mrs. Stewart died in 1760, 
but no School was opened or School-master elected till the year 1776; there 
was then the sum of £. 135, arrears of the annuity, due, and which has never 
been paid, nor any School-house erected. Since the year 1776, the annuity of 
£15 per annum has been regularly paid, and a Master elected by the Pa- 
rishioners. By a regulation of the Parishioners, twenty-five poor Children are 
to be taught by the Master, without any charge, and this has been complied 
with ; the present Proprietor of the Estate has oifered a School-house and some 
Laud for the endowment, provided the Parishioners would elect a proper 
person to be Master, but the last election having fallen upon a man whom 
Jie does not think qualified for the trust, he has not granted those accommo- 
dations. It is stated to us, that if a School under Erasmus Smith’s foundation 
could be erected, so as to incorporate the two endowments into one, it might be 
attended with the best consequences in that very populous part of the country, 
and that there is little doubt that the sum of£. 135 in arrear might be recovered 
by proper application. 

DROMBO SCHOOL. 

At Drombo also, in the same Diocese, there is a School, endowed about 40 
years ago by one of Lord Donegal’s family, with a School-house, Garden, ten 
acres of Land, and a salary often pounds per annum to the Master; the Lands 
are let on a determinable lease at two guineas per acre, and are now of more 
value, which rent the Master receives; twenty Children are taught to read, 
write, and cypher in this School gratis — the Master had besides from thirty to 
forty who paid for their instruction. 

D ONAGHADEE SC II OO L. 

At Donaghadee there is a School endowed by Lady Mount Alexander, who in 
the vear 17(14 left by Will £. 60 per annum for ever, for the purpose of educat- 
ing (as far as English, writing and arithmetic) clothing, and apprenticing out 
30 Boys ; which sum was to be divided as follows : — £. 20 per annum to the Mas- 
ter, £. 30 perannum for clothes, and £.10 for apprentice fees; a School-house 
rent-free has been furnished by the inhabitants of the town ; 25 Boys (all that 
the funds will now admit of) are clothed and educated at this School, and 
when fit, apprenticed ; they are the Children of the poor Parishioners, and are 
all free Scholars; the Master is represented by the Minister of the Parish as a 
person well qualified for the care of the School. 

LISBURN SCHOOL. 

This is a School for the education of the Children of the people called 
Quakers. It was originally endowed by John llandcock, one of their Society, 
who in the year 1764 bequeathed <£.1,000 to four Trustees, for the pur- 
chasing Lands, the produce or rents of which were to be applied to the 
support of a School for the education of the people called Quakers, near 
Lisburn. The Trustees laid out .£.320 on the purchase of Lands in the 

coun ly 
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county of Antrim, which now produce £. 36. 1 u. /\d. per annum, the remain- 
ino- sutn of «£\68o lias not yet been vested in Lands, but is placed out at 

I interest on bond or mortgage. The Trustees took a Lease of lives renewable 
for ever, of twenty acres of Land from the late Earl of Hertford, on which 
they erected a School-house at the expense of upwards of <£.1,300, raised 
bv subscription among the Quakers iu England and Ireland, and in the 
year 1774 a Boarding School was opened under the appointment of the 
Trustees, by the late John Gough, the author of the “ Practical Arith- 
metic,” who received the annual balance of the produce of the £.1,000, 
after paying the chief-rent. to the Marquis of Hertford. John Gough dying 
in 1791, the School was discontinued for some time, but in 1794 vv ^s opened 
again upon a new plan, and the Buildings were considerably enlarged : it is 
now a School for the education of Poor Children belonging to the people 
called Quakers, in the province of Ulster, and is supported by annual 
subscriptions raised among them in that province, and by the interest of 
money subscribed by the Quakers in Leinster and Munster, together with 
the produce of the original and other Bequests, and three pounds paid with 
each Child, either by the parents, relatives, or monthly or other Meeting to 
which the Child belongs. Both Boys and. Girls are educated in the School. 

The present numbers are, — eighteen Boys, twenty-four Girls. The annual 
expense of each Child last year, was about sixteen pounds. 

The School appears to be well conducted, both in the regularity of the 
Children, and the neatness and good order of the place. 

CLONCAGII SCHOOL. 

At Cloncagb, in the diocese of Derry, there is a small endowment of a 
School-house, and ten pounds yearly by the Earl of Donegal, made about v 
forty years ago. A School-house was built at the expense of the late Marquis, 
which is kept in repair by cess laid on the parish at Easter, and not collected 
without much difficulty. The present Marquis of Donegal pays the Master’s 
salary of £.10 per annum, but it is a voluntary allowance on his part, as we 
are informed, the endowment not having been a permanent one. We have 
no return of the number of Children taught at this School. 

CAMUS SCHOOL. 

In Strabane, in the parish of Camus, there is a School endowed by John 
Hamilton, Esq. one of the Abercorn family, in the year 1666. The endow- 
ment consists of a House and a Rent-charge of £.32 per annum on the Estate 
of a John Hunt, Esq. called Ballisandra, in the county of Tipperary, which 
Rent-charge has not been paid for some years past, but until latterly had been 
regularly paid; we have therefore referred the investigation into the nature of 
this Bequest, to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations, who have powers 
to proceed at law for the recovery of charitable Bequests that are withheld 
or misapplied. 

This School is at present supported entirely by voluntary subscriptions, and 
three years ago a new r and commodious School-house was erected, the old one 
being in ruins ; a proper Master appointed, who lives in the house, and instructs 
twelve Boys and twelve Girls, who are clothed, and also taught reading, writ- 
ing, arithmetic, and psalm-singing, and assist every Sunday in the service 
' at church. 

PRIMROSE GRANGE SCHOOL. 

In the year 1721, the Rev. Edward Nicholson, formerly of Primrose Grange Diocese of 
in the County of Sligo, executed a Deed to the then Bishop of Elphin, granting Elphin. 

a Rent-charge of £.40 per annum on Primrose Grange Estate, as also a School-' . 

house, and one acre of Land in trust, to establish a School there for educating 
and clothing a certain number of Children. In the year 1723, the said Edward 
Nicholson made a Will, wherein he ratified the bequest of £. 40 per annum for 
ever on the Primrose Grange Estate, and then bequeathed iu tr ist to the Bishop 
of Elphin his interest in the Lands ofArdleeand Coolboybyand Carraginfadda, 
held bya Lease of.years, of which above 800 are unexpired, and his interest in other 
21 9. F Lands,

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Linds, which has since expired, and a certain Rent-charge of*. 38 per annum on 
thp T anrls Lvstrv in the Countv of Galway, and of 6 per annum on the 
^ Lands of Caflagh in the County of Mayo, both for ever ; and further, the interest 
of / 250 bequeathed in said Will to the Bishop of Elphm ; the entire of the 
above-mentioned Grants or Bequests to he for the purpose of do thing and 
educating a certain number of Children at six Schools, to be established m 
different 'parts of the Diocese of Eiphin. 

After the decease of the Reverend Edward Nicholson, the yearly produce of 
the sundry donations was applied as directed by him, but it was found that the 
donations were of very little service, by reason of the great number of Cln.di.n 
directed to be clothed and educated m six different places, which ot course 
required salaries to six different School-masters ; and therefore, ... the year . 744, 
an Act of Parliament was obtained, consolidating the different ,-chools into 
one, now at Primrose Grange, and vesting the Fund m the Archbishopot loam, 
tire Bishop of Eiphin, the Vicar ot Sligo, the Vicar of Sannagh, and the Repre- 
sentative of the Nicholson family, all for the time being, and empowering 
them to erect a fit habitation for 15 Children, therein to be maintained, clothed 
and educated. 

In the vear 174a a Lease of twenty acres of Land was obtained for lives 
renewable for ever, at a pepper-corn fine, at Primrose G range, for / 4 per annum 
and on that Land the Trustees caused a commerabie House and Offices tu be 
erected, whereon (as permitted by the Act of Parliament) they expended 
the money bequeathed by the Will of the Rev. Edward Nicholson. The 
Trustees are now in the receipt ol a net Income of f. .18 per annum. It 
was found that 15 Children could not be clothed, maintained, and educated m 
the School, and from time to time they have been reduced and the present re- 
gulation is to have nine Children on the Establishment ; for the maintenance, 
clothing, and education of whom, /. 25 -quarterly is paid to the Master from 
the rents, and he has the 20 acres free adjoining to the house, of which Land 
above half is unproductive mountain : the remainder of the income is found very . 
insufficient for keeping the School-house in repa.r, and for providing bedding 
and other necessaries for the Children, and for apprenticing them out when fit, 
but in the vear 1 8 1 7 a rise probably bf£. 3« per annum will occur on the Lands 
of Ardlee," which will be then out of lease. The Children are taught to lead, 
write anil cypher, and carefully instructed in the Catechism, and the principles 
of the Protestant religion ; the School-house last summer was undergoing some 
repairs of which it stood in greatneed, and the number ot Scholars then in the 
House was reduced to six only ; such is the present state of this declining 
Establishment. 

The Bishop of Eiphin, to whom we are indebted for our information respect- 
ing this School, observes, that it is situated in a most retired spot three miles 
from Sligo, the Vicar of which resides upon a benefice in another Diocese, 
the Vicar of Tangrath resides 23 miles from the School, Ins Lordship resides 32 
miles, and the Archbishop ofTuam 70 miles distant from it, t hat n t is therefore 
onpossible for theTmstera to pay that attentionto the Establishment that other- 
wise they niivlit do ; and therefore tiie Bishop of Elplun strongly recommends 
that the Income of this Establishment should, if possible be vested in the Incor- 
porated Society. The size of the School-house, and the Land annexed to it, 
afford facilities' and accommodation for a very large School, and abundance of 
Poor Children of the Protestant as well as of the Roman Catholic religion, 
would be readily offered for reception into the School. 

HEWETSON’S CHARITY SCHOOL. 

At Betaghstown, in the County of Kildare. 

Patrick Hewetson, of Betaghstown in the County of Kildare, Doctor of Phy- 
sic by his last Will and Testament, dated 23d of July 1770, devised the Lands 
■ of Betaghstown in the Barony and Parish of Clane, and County of If, dare, 
co. a ninw 257 acres or thereabouts, with the Mans, on-house thereon, and also 
Bre lands 0 of" Dromcora otherwise Dramcora Bane, situate ,n the Barony of 
Killagavoy and Parish of Armagh in the County ot Cavan, and containing 7, 
acres g or thereabouts, together with the residue of all h,s personal Property, 
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after the payment of certain Legacies and other charitable Bequests specified Diocese of 
in his Will, to Doctor Richard Robinson, Primate of all Ireland, and to his Kildare. 

Successor in the see of Armagh, the Primacy of all Ireland, for ever, and unto' 

Doctor Charles Jackson, Bishop of the See of Kildare, and unto his Successors 
to the See of Kildare for ever, and unto Thomas Dalrymple, Esquire, Attorney 
at Law (who died in the lifetime of the testator) in trust, after the payment 
of certain life annuities and legacies in his Will specified 1,4 to the use and behoof, 
and for the support and yearly maintenance of a Charity School, to be built on 
the said Lands of Betaghstown, in Barony and Parish of Clane and County 
of Kildare ; the said School to consist of as many Poor Boys and Girls as 
]iis said Trustees shall think fit and convenient, to be carefully instructed in the 
Protestant Religion, in reading, writing and arithmetic, and when properiy qua- 
lified, to be bound out apprentices in the way of trade, with proper fees tp 
Protestant Masters and Mistresses.’' And of this his Will he appointed Henry 
White and Moses Cahill Executors, and died in or about the year 1783/ 

Said Moses Cahill, to whom Doctor Hewetson, by a codicil to bis Will dated 
in the year 1782, had left a life-estate in said Lands, upon his death entered into 
possession of the Lands and of the personal Property of Doctor Hewetson, and 
thereout paid his several Legacies, and died in 1792. 

His Executor the Rev. Joseph Forsyth claimed possession of part of the 
Lands of Betaghstown, under a Lease made to him by said Moses Cahill ; and 
a Mr. Michael Cahill claimed another part of said Lands,' and his daughter af- 
terwards kept possession of all the title deeds of said Estates, and also of the 
securities for money, and a considerable time elapsed before the Trustees were 
apprized of tire charitable Bequests of the said Doctor Hewetson. 

At length in the year 1795 the late Bishop of Kildare, and the late Primate 
of all Ireland, proceeded at law for the recovery of the Estate and personal Pro- 
perty of the Testator, and after a litigated and expensive suit in equity, the 
Trusts of Doctor Hewetson's Will were decreed by Lord Chancellor Clare to be 
carried into execution, and further legal proceedings were also taken to recover 
the several sums due on the respective securities for money ; and the Trustees 
deferred carrying into execution the establishment of a Charity School until 
all the personal Property was recovered and secured ; but in the interim the late 
Primate and the late Bishop of Kildare let the house and demesne of Betagh- 
stown for five years for a Barrack for troops, the part of the County of Kil- 
dare in which Betaghstown is situated being then very much disturbed ; and 
the Trustees let the rest of said Lands for 31 years, and accordingly as the rents 
were received (after advancing the several sums necessary for the prosecu- 
tion of their suits at law for the recovery of the personal Property then de- 
pending,) the balances were from time to time vested in Government Deben- 
tures, which were lodged in the Bank of Messrs. Latouche and Co. to the cicdit 
of the Trustees. 

It appears from a rental furnished to us, and also from an account of the 
personal Property belonging to this Charity, both of which are annexed in the 
Appendix to this Report, that the rental of the Lands amounted to the yearly 
sum of A' 304. 6r. id. and that the personal Property arising from securities for 
money left by Doctor Hewetson, and from the savings out of the annual rents 
of the Estates, amounted in the year 1806 to the sum of A- 3 A 5 1 - 9 s ' 

It appears that the present Lord Bishop of Kildare, in the year 1805, upon the 
final adjustment of the suits at law, undertook as acting Trustee the sole manage- 
ment and direction of this Endowment, which is in his Lordship s Diocese; 
that he found the House and Offices in a state of ruin and decay, and the Lands 
attached thereto exhausted and unproductive; and it further appears from his 
Lordship’s statement to us, that he expended the sum of £. 1,1 60 . t is. 5 hi 
repairs and new buildings, and established a Manufactory for making farming 
implements, such as ploughs, harrows, &c- at Betaghstown, the expense of 
which amounted to £.677. 4 s. 6£d.and the returns to *£.341. 7 s • 1 '-d. only ; that 
his Lordship has since substituted in the place thereof an agricultural Establish- 
ment, for which purpose he has taken into hand the demesne of Betaghstown, 
and some of the Lands adjoining it, which were purchased in, amounting in 
all to about 111 acres, 41 of which the Manager of the Farm has stated to be

« reclaimed, and now reclaiming bog,” upon which Lands a considerable sum 
has been by him expended in draining them. And it appears that the number 
of Poor Children maintained in the House, amounted in September 181 1 to ten 
Boys and six Girls; the former of whom are alternately employed in agricul- 
ture and at School, and the latter as Servants in the House and in School ; also 
a list of the Children, with their ages and employments, is given in the Appendix. 



The Master of the Establishment has a salary of £. 100 per annum, with 
apartments, fuel, grass fora cow, potatoes and vegetables from the farm ; there 
.are also a School-master and Steward, but at what salaries and allowances is not 
ecified. 



It appears from statements furnished tons by the Lord Bishop of Kildare, and 
annexed to this Report in an Appendix, that the total expenses of this Esta- 
blishment from May 1805 to the end of December 1809, amounted to the sum of 
£.7,710. 19*. 6 d.- y that towards answering that expenditure, the following sums 
have been applied : d.

Xeaving a balance against the Endowment of £. 1,197. "is. 3 d. And it also ap- 
pears that the expenses of the Institution, from December 1809 to September 
1811, amounted to £. 1,853. os - 4 d- and the produce of the Farm to that date 
amounted to £. 1,471. 19. io£</. leaving a balance of £. 381. os. 5 \d. these two 
balances making together the sum of £. 1,578. 7 *- 6fd. against the Charity. 

The Buildings, Offices, and extensive Farms now in hand, are represented to 
us to be in the highest state of repair and cultivation. 

It is with great regret we observe, that not any Children appear to have been 
instructed in this Establishment, nor any to have been apprenticed in the way 
of trade, according to the intention of the Testator; and we cannot but express 
our opinion, that the application of the funds of this Charity to an Establish- 
ment for Agriculture or Manufacture, however laudably intended by the acting 
Trustee, has arisen out of a misconstruction of the Testator’s Bequest, which ap- 
pears to us evidently to have been intended, according to the words of the 
Will, “for the maintenance of a Charity School for Poor Bovs and Girls, to be 
there carefully instructed in the principles of the Protestant Religion, in reading, 
writing, and arithmetic, and when properly qualified, to be bound out Ap- 
A orentices in the wav of trade, with proper fees to Protestant Masters.”

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CARDIFFSTOWN. 

An Endowment of £. 20 yearly by Lord Mayo : this Endowment, as is stated “Sb!* 
to us, has not yet been carried into effect. 

P O R T A II L T N G T O N .. 

The Earl of Galway, in the reign of King William, endowed this School with 
an acre of Land and a Rent-charge of £. 32 per annum for ever, ot which sum 
£. 20 is for an English Master and £. 1 2 fora French Master. In the year 1788 
this School was kept as a Grammar School ; at present no School is taught, 
there is no School-house, and the Tenant of the Estate, said to he chargeable 
with the School-master's Salary, has tiled a Bill against the Lord Bishop of Kil- 
dare, the Trustee under Lord Galway’s Will, who has answered said Bill, and 
the Cause is still pending. 

SCHOOL of AG HO LI). 

This School was endowed by the Marquis of Rockingham in the year 1 7 1 7 » 
and the Endowment, which consists of a School-house and ten acres of Land 
rent-free, is continued by the present Earl Fitzwilliam, the Representative of 
the Founder; the Foundation admits ten free Scholars; there are but four ot 
that description on it at present; in the summertime about 50 Children attend 
this School, and pay the Master for their instruction. 

KILCO MMON. 

There was a School here in the year 1788, which was endowed by a Re- 
verend Mr. Barton, the Minister of the Parish, with the Rents arising from some 
houses in Ormond Market in the City of Dublin, and producing about £. 50 
per annum. Owing to some negligence on the part of those who had the ma- 
nagement of the School, the Ground Rent to the head Landlord was not paid, 
who brought ejectments, and the Houses were lost to the Charity, and the School 
is now discontinued. 

There are no other Schools of private foundation in this Diocese, on perma- 
nent establishments. 

FRANKFORT SCHOOL. 



This School is situated at a place called Frankfort in the Diocese of Killalla, 
and was originally endowed by a Doctor Valentine with a sum of £. 400, which 
has now increased to £ 1,500, which is vested in Government Debentures, and 
lodged in the Bank of Sir William Gleadowe and Co. in Dublin; £. 1,200 of 
this sum is in 34- percent. Debentures, and £.300 in the five per cents ; the Master 
lias a Dwelling-house and aSehool-room attached, which are kept in repair by 
the Trustees; he has also two acres and a half of Land adjoining, which were 
given by the Bishop of the Diocese, and £. 12 per annum salary. Twenty-three 
Protestant Children and five Roman Catholics are taught gratis in this School. 
There are six others who pay for their instruction ; all the Children are taught 
reading, writing and arithmetic, and some of them geometry and trigonometry, 
by the present Master ; and the Children, whose parents wish it, are apprenticed 
to trades with a fee.

The Trustees, the Bishop of Killalla and the Vicar of the Parish, propose con- 
siderably augmenting the number of Children at this School, and enlarging the 
House. 

BALLY MAC KEY. 

In the year 1724 Lady Anne Cole left £. 100, the Interest thereof to be paid Diocese of 
to the School-master of the Parish of Ballymackey ; the Interest is now paid ^ Ki ilaloe. 
by Ilenry Cole Bowen, Esq. of the County of Cork. There is no School-house 
here, and the number of Scholars is not returned. 



DROMOLAND SCHOOL. 

Here is a School established by Lady O’Brien, who gives the Master and Mis- 
tress £. 60 per annum salary, with a house and half an acre of ground rent- 

free. 
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free ; he keeps a few Boarders and lias an evening School, the profits of which 
go to him ; no return of the number of Scholars and whether any are free. 

KILL ALOE SCHOOL. 

The Lord Bishop of Killaloe has established a School at Killaloe, and pays 
the Master <£.40 per annum, and has given him a Dwelling-house and School- 
house rent-free. There were fifty Scholars in September 1811 at this School, 
who were all free Scholars, and were taught reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
The Dwelling-house and the School- house were in perfect repair. 

TULLAVIN SCHOOL. 

William Moore, of Tuilavin in the county of Cavan, Esq. by bis Will dated 
1st January 1803, bequeathed the sum of four thousand pounds to bis Trus- 
tees and their survivors, in trust, to ,e lay out the same in the purchase of 
Government Securities, or on Mortgages, Judgments, or other landed Securities, 
and out of the Interest thence arising, to apply a sum not exceeding £. 50 
per annum, as a stipend or salary to a sufficient and capable Master, of good 
character and morals, of the Protestant Religion, for keeping a public School 
at or near to Tuilavin, for the education and instruction of Protestant 
Children.; the remainder of the Interest of the aforesaid £.4,000, to be applied 
to the purchase of books, paper, hats, shoes and stockings, for the Children, and 
also for the purpose of obtaining and paying for the board and lodging at a 
moderate rate, contiguous to said School, of such Protestant Children Whose 
own residence is too distant from the said School to allow their daily attendance 
thereat. The Master of the said School to be removable for misconduct by 
the Trustees.” 

There is a School kept at Tuilavin, in two small contiguous Cabins; the 
•'number resorting to it varies from sixty to eighty Boys and Girls; the Chil- 
dren are of the Established Church, and Dissenters and Roman Catholic, hut 
in what respective proportion we are not informed ; the former are taught the 
Church Catechism; those of the other persuasions are left to be instructed in 
their Religion by their own Ministers or Parents. The Master has a Salary of 
<£•50 per annum, the Children are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
I here is an assistant who has no salary, but he receives his board and lod<>-in«-, 
and is himself instructed by the Master in the higher branches of Arithmetic. 
A lew of the Children have lately been supplied with Shoes and Stockings. 

I he Commissioners of Charitable Donations are at present carrying on a 
law-suit against the Executors and Trustees of Mr. Moore’s Will, for the 
purpose of securing the principal sum of ,£.4,000, left for this Endowment, 
•the Interest of which sum would certainly be sufficient to maintain a School 
■ot a much better description than the one which now exists; and the savings 
which must have accrued out of the Interest on the £.4,000 since the year 
1803 (when Mr. Moore died) upon an Establishment such as that now existing 
at Tuilavin, ought to be sufficient for providing a suitable School-house for 
the Endowment. . 

THE BLUE SCHOOL. 

Mrs. Alicia Craven granted in the year 1724 to tire Bishop, Dean, Mayor, 
and Recorder ot Limerick, and their Successors for ever, several Houses, in 
trust, for the support of a Charity School called the Blue School. The Cor- 
poration of Limerick paid £.20 per annum regularly to this School, until the 
year 1745, when they discontinued it. The present income of this Charity 
amounts to £.98. 2 s. 6d. per annum, £.49. 1 2s. (id. of which arises from the Rents 
of Houses, and the remainder from the Interest of the principal sum of £.900, 
the property of the Charity, arising from savings and benefactions at different 
times. Of this sum, part bears Interest at six, and the rest at five per cent, but 
whether the whole is secured in the Public Funds, or lent upon private security, 
we have not ascertained. There is a School-house, which was built in. the year 
1 773 out of the savings of the annual income of the Charity, the School having 
been for many years previous to 1773 discontinued. Since that period, how- 
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ever, it has been regularly kept. There are at present fifteen Boys in this 
School, all Protestants, who are instructed in the Church Catechism, taught 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, clothed, and at the expiration of four years 
apprenticed to tradesmen, with a fee of <£.4 each. The School-master has a 
salary of ,£.20 per annum, resides in the School-house, and is supplied with 
fuel out of the funds. 

DOCTOR HALL’S SCHOOL. 

Doctor Jeremiah Ilall, in the year 1687, left a very large house, and several 
other concerns in the city of Limerick, for a School-house for the accommoda- 
tion of twenty poqr Boys, and twenty poor Girls, and bequeathed a perpetual 
Annuity of ten pounds per annum to the Master thereof, tlie same sum to the 
Mistress, and ten pounds for the repairs of the House. The Schools are stated 
to us to be regularly kept, according to the Will of Doctor Hall. The salaries 
of the Master and Mistress have been raised to £,. 15 each, but from what 
Fund we are not informed. 

ATHLONE SCHOOL. 

A few years ago an F.nglish School was kept in Athlone, a small Endowment 
of Arthur St. George, Esq. who by Will left a House and an Annuity of £ .5 
per annnm for a Schoolmaster. His present heir and representative, as we 
are informed, has refused to confirm this Bequest, Mr. St. George's Will 
it seems not having been signed by the requisite number of witnesses 
required by law. 

ATHLONE. 

William Handcock, Esq. in the year 170.5, bequeathed a Rent-charge of<£. 20 
per annum for ever, for the support of a Free School in the town of Athlone ; 
the Master to educate gratis the sons of the decayed freemen. The Corpora- 
tion formerly allowed the Master £. 10 more, during pleasure. We do not 
find that this is paid at present, but the Vicar of Athlone now allows four 
pounds in addition to his Salary of ,£.20, Mr. Ilandcock’s endowment. 
This School had been discontinued for several years past, but upon the inter- 
ference lately of the Commissioners of Charitable Bequests, the arrears of the 
£. 20 per annum, which were due to the Endowment during the time no 
School was kept, have been paid to the Lord Bishop of Meath, the Trustee, 
and lodged in Government Security, and the sum, with the interest thereon, 
now amounts to something more than ,£.200. His Lordship’s intention is to 
procure a School-house for this money. The present Master has opened 
School in his own house, and has now twenty-nine Scholars : he is compe- 
tent to teach the Classics, and has already one pupil whom he instructs in 
Greek and Latin at one guinea per quarter: he charges the English Scholars 
from five shillings to eleven shillings and four-pence. halfpenny per quarter, 
according to their ages and the branches of learning in which they are 
instructed. It is not stated to us that any of the Scholars are free. 

A recent Bequest of considerable value, for establishing Schools for the 
education of the lower orders in the Diocese of MEATH. 

We have thought it right to add to this Report upon the present state of 
the Schools of private foundation in the Diocese of Meath, the following 
Return of a recent Bequest of considerable amount, left for the purpose of 
erecting Schools in that Diocese. This information was communicated by 
the Lord Bishop of Meath to the Commissioners of CharitaSle Donations, 
aud by them through their Secretary to us. 

In the year 1809 Mr. Laurence Gilson, of Great Castle-street in the parish 
of St. Mary-le-bone in the County of Middlesex, England, by his last Will 
left the sum of <£.25,400 Consolidated Three per Centum Annuities, standing 
in his name in the Bank of England, to Henry Witham, of Gower-street in 
tire County. of Middlesex, and to Charles Mackenzie, of Broad-street near the 
Royal Exchange, Esq. in trust, “for the following purposes, viz. ,£.500 
British per annum of the Interest of said sum to be applied to the erection 
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of a Schoobhouse, and for the maintenance of a School on the green of 
Oldcastle in the county of Meath, and kingdom of Ireland, his native 
country and parish. Half of said sum to be drawn annually for the use of 
said Foundation by the Protestant Rector of the said parish, and the other 
half by the Roman Catholic Priest of the parish for the time being. And 
that an equal number of the Children of their respective flocks should be 
admitted into this School, but that all the Children of the parish, being 
natives of whatever sect and religion, shall be admitted.” 

He further directs that not only the Rector and Priest of the parish of 
Oldcastle, but also the Churchwardens for the time being, should Be permitted 
and entitled to inspect the Accounts of the receipts and expenditure of the 
said £.500 per annum, and expresses his “ wish that the School-master pro 
tempore should have a house and garden;” and adds, “ I think one School- 
master upon Mr. Lancaster’s plan of education, will be fully adequate to the 
teaching all the Boys of said parish, it being my wish and will that the said 
Lancastrian plan of education be adopted.” And that Protestants as well 
as Roman Catholics should be equally eligible to be appointed Masters of 
said School, according to their respective merits. And afterwards by a Codicil 
to his Will dated in June 1809, he bequeaths all the property lie may die 
■ possessed of, over and above the £.500 per annum (already mentioned), to the 
erection and maintenance of a School at Oldcastle aforesaid, and then directs 
that all his books should be sent to Oldcastle to form the foundation of a 
Library at that place for his purposed School. 

The opinions of eminent counsel in England, viz. Sir Samuel Romily, Mr. 
Cruise, and Mr. Johnstone, have been taken upon this Will, and they all 
agree that the case is not within the A <51 of Mortmain, 9 Geo. II. chap. 36, 
the legacy being left for the establishment of a Charity in Ireland ; and that 
the Executors are bound to perform the trusts of it. Mr. Johnstone however 
gives his opinion, that the Executors ought not to act in execution of the 
trusts, otherwise than under the direction of a Court of Equity. 

COLONEL ROBERTSON’S SCHOOLS.

There is in the Diocese of Raphoe a very munificent Endowment for the edu- 
cation of the Children of the lower orders of the people, established under the 
last Will and Testament of the late Colonel Robertson, who in the year 1790, 
by his last Will and Te tument dated 25th ofSeptemberinthat year, did among 
other Bequests therein mentioned make the following: — 



“ I give and devise to the Parishes of the Diocese of Raphoe a sum of 
money, which by its interest at the rate of five per cent, shall be found suffi- 
cient to produce fifteen pounds sterling annually to each Parish, for or to- 
M'ards establishing a School therein, and purchasing books, as well of entertain- 
ment as of instruction, in every Parish of said Diocese; and it is to be un- 
derstood, that such as in said Parishes may not be of the Established Religion, 
are notwithstanding to share equally in this Legacy, which it is to be hoped 
will contribute to their conformation with the English Church, by enlighten- 
ing their understandings : and I do appoint the Lord Primate* of Ireland, the 
Lord Archbishop of Dublin, the Lord Bishop, Dean, Archdeacon and Rectors 
of said Diocese for the time being, to be Trustees herein for said Parishes, 
with a power to form such regulations in the founding and conducting of the 
Schools aforesaid as may seem best to them ; and to dispose of, in the purchase 
of Lands of Inheritance in fee simple, or to put to interest on good security in 
Ireland, the aforesaid sum of money.” 



On Monday the 7th day of March 1803, the Right honourable the Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland, Lord Redesdale, was pleased to pronounce the following 
Decree respecting said charitable Bequest. 



DECREE. 

It is ordered, adjudged and decreed by the Right honourable the Lord Chan- 
cellor of Ireland, that the Bequests in the Testator’s Will to the Parishes in the 
Diocese of Raphoe, of a sum of money, which by its Interest, at the rate of 
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five pounds per cent, shall be found sufficient to produce^. 15 sterling annually 
tq each Parish, ought to be considered as a Bequest of £. 300 sterling for the 
benefit of each Parish ; and it appearing that there are 31 Parishes in said 
Diocese, it is further ordered that the said Bequest ought to be deemed and 
is hereby decreed as a Bequest of the sum of nine thousand three hundred pounds 
sterling , payable within one year after the death of the Testator. 

And it is further ordered, that the Trustees of the Charity, in the pleadings 
mentioned, lay before the Master a Scheme for the founding and conducting 
|, of the Schools mentioned in the Will of the Testator, and for purchasing books 

according to his said Will, and for applying the balance which shall appear by 
the Master’s report to be in their or any of their hands, upon the account here- 
inafter directed ; and the sums to be reported due for interest, and the divi- 
dends of debentures accrued and to accrue until such plan shall be settled and 
approved of; and in forming such plan, that the amount of the Salaries to be 
paid to the School-master of each of the Schools directed by the Testator to 
be established in each of the said Parishes, to be made so far to depend upon 
his having a certain number of Scholars in his School, that such salary may 
not be paid in the whole, unless he shall have a certain number of Scholars, 
and may be diminished in proportion as the number of Scholars shall be dimi- 
nished, and shall not be paid at all, unless he shall appear to have a certain 
number of Scholars; so that if from the neglect, inattention, or want of capacity 
of the School-master, the School of any of the said Parishes shall not be kept, 
or shall not be effectually kept according to the intent of the said Testator, the 
Salary of the School-master shall be diminished or not paid at all, according to 
-circumstances ; and having regard to the size of the Parish, and to the number 
of the inhabitants thereof and the increase or decrease of the number of such 
inhabitants : and in such plan that the proper provisions be made for ascertain- 
ing the number of the Scholars, and the conduct of the School-master, before 
payment of Salary for the preceding year or half year ; and for enabling two 
or more of the said Trustees to stop the payment of the Salary of any School- 
master for any misconduct, until his conduct can be investigated by some larger 
number of said Trustees, and empowering such larger number wholly to stop 
the same. 

And it is further ordered, that said plan also proposes, that any stoppages to be 
made for want of Scholars, or misconduct, shall be applied to the general pur- 
poses of the Charity within the same Parishes, at the discretion of the Trustees. 

And it is further ordered, that the Master also enquire whether proper School- 
masters have been hitherto provided in the several Parishes in said Diocese, or 
any and which of them, and whether the Children instructed therein respectively 
have been properly instructed, and vvliat number of Scholars have heretofore 
been from time time in each of said Schools ; and that said Trustees also, in 
the plan hereinbefore directed to be laid before the Master, propose a scheme 
, for the regular visitation of such Schools by some one or more of the Trustees, 

as circumstances will admit ; and for obtaining annual returns thereon to the 
Lord Primate, the Archbishop of Dublin, and the Bishop, Dean, and Arch- 
deacon of Piaphoe, or such of them as the said Trustees shall in their said 
plan think fit to propose for that purpose; and that the Trustees do also propose 
what proportions of the income of each Parish shall he applied for Salary of 
School-masters, and what for books, and what for other necessary incidents' 
to the Schools ; and that the Trustees do also propose some plan for vesting the 
Trust Fund in some of the said Trustees, or in other proper Trustees, or in some 
other manner, so as that same may be perpetual, and the trusts continued for 
the purposes of the Charity, and for laying out the proportion of each Parish, 
or the proportions of different Parishes, or the whole fund in the purchase of 
|\ Lands of Inheritance in fee simple, according to the Testator's Will : and in 

forming such plan as aforesaid, that said Trustees do have regard to forming 
an acting Committee, consisting of a smaller number or part of their body, for 
conducting the affairs of said Charity, and giving to such Committee, or to a 
certain portion of such Committee, such powers as may be necessary for the 
good management of the Charity, either conclusively or by making reports to the 
wholcbody of the Trustees as otherwise might be required ; and for appointing 
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Diocese of some certain days for general meetings at visitations of the Diocese, or other 
Rar ‘ ho '’ ^public occasions, when a number of Trustees can be conveniently assembled. 

And it is further ordered that the costs of the several enquiries and plans herein- 
before directed for the management of the Charity, and all other costs 
touching the management of the Charity, ought to be borne out of the funds of 
said Charity, and not out of Testator's Estate ; and accordingly in forming said 
plan for the future conducting of said Charity, it is further ordered, that said 
Trustees have regard to the payment of such subsequent Costs out of the balance 
now in the hands of the Informant, the Bishop or any of the Trustees, and the 
interest herein before directed to be paid to him, and the dividends of the de- 
bentures now in the Bank, to the credit of this Cause. 

And it is further ordered that the plan for the future management of the 
Charity be laid before His Majesty’s Attorney General for his consideration 
thereof, before the same shall be reported upon by the Master; and that if he 
shall think fit, he shall direct some proper person to attend the Master there- 
upon, the expense whereof shall be paid by the relators. 

This Legacy of Colonel Robertson’s, as appears by the Decree above recited, 
was contested for some years in Chancery by the Executors and Heirs at law, 
in consequence of which the Charity was i n A beyance ; and therefore when 
theTrustees of this Charity obtained a Decree in their favour, there was a redun- 
dancy more than sufficient, from the interest, to pay according to Colonel Ro- 
bertson’s Bequest £. 15 to each Parish. 

The whole money received from the Executors was vested in Government Se- 
curities in the name of the Bishop of Raphoe, the Dean and Archdeacon of that 
Diocese, as Trustees for Colonel Robertson’s Charity. The sum now belonging 
to this Charity, is, as we are informed, about £. 15,500. By the Decree of the 
Chancellor above-mentioned, the Clergy are directed to eleci a Committee to 
conduct the business of the Charity, who under certain regulations are to pay 
twelve pounds per annum to each Parish, and three pounds for books. The pre- 
sent Committee are the Bishop, the Dean, and the Archdeacon of Raphoe, 
Doctor Alcock, Doctor Stopfoni, Doctor Usher, Mr. Homan and Mr. Smith. 
At the visitation the Bishop of Raphoe appoints visitors for each School, and 
before the School-master can receive his salary, he must procure a certificate 
from the visitor of his having taught on an average during the preceding year 
at least 25 Boys, and in case of any deficiency of numbers, a proportionable 
part of bis salary is deducted'. The Committee each year select the books that 
shall be distributed, which consist generally of Bibles, Prayer books, and selec- 
tions from the books published by the Society for discountenancing Vice. From 
the accumulation which arose during the time that the Will was contesting in 
Chancery, the Committee determined to grant £. 45 to each Parish towards 
the building of a School-house, where the incumbent could procure a sufficient 
plot of ground with a good title in perpetuity ; several grants have been made, 
but the difficulty of getting grants of land in perpetuity, has, as we are in- 
formed, occasioned several Parishes to be still without School-houses on this 
Foundation. 

At the Bishop of Raphoe’s visitation every year, the Agent to this Charity 
furnishes his accounts. ; a floating balance, as we are informed, is always left in his 
1 lands, suflicient, according lo calculation, to answer contingent expenses, and 
the overplus, if any, is directed to be vested from time to time in Government 
Securities, lodged in the Bank in the name of the Bishop, Dean, and Archdea- 
con of Raphoe, in trust for the purposes of Robertson’s Charity. 

SAINT JOHNSTOWN. 

At St. Johnstown near Longford, there was formerly a School kept, and 
which was originally endowed, as we have reason to believe, by the celebrated 
Sir Walter Raleigh, with 60 acres of Land. The School-master was annually 
elected by the Corporation of St. Johnstown, — a man of the name of Ratigan 
was the last Master; from the neglect of the Corporation, according to cur in- 
formation, the^ continued him, without renewal of election, for a number of 
years. Ratigan, who died some time between 1770 and 17S0, bequeathed by Will 
J the 
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ths sixty acres of the School Land to his son, as his own property, who at some 
time between the years 1780 and 1788 sold the same to an Attorney, whose de- 
scendants are in possession of these 60 acres, worth nowabove^. 120 per annum 
as has been stated to us. ' v 

W e have thought it right to refer this case to the Commissioners of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests, and have requested of that Board to take such pro- 
ceedings at law as they may deem most expedient for the recovery of this em- 
bezzled Charity. 

JAMESTOWN SCHOOL. 

There is a School at Jamestown in the Parish of Kiitogard and Diocese of 
Tuam, which was endowed by an Earl of Mountrath with Lands in the Parish 
of Cloon, County of Antrim, which are now let for £.34 per annum, but on what 
•lease we are not informed; the late Earl erected a handsome School-house with 
offices in Jamestown for the Master; the present Master has eighty Scholars, 
who are taught reading, writing and arithmetic ; of this number 40 are free 
Scholars, Boys and Girls, and are the Children of the Poor Tenants of Lord 
Mountrath s Estate, the rest pay for their instruction : of the whole number, 12 
only are Protestants; the Master keeps an Assistant, whom he pays, and the 
School-house and Offices are stated to us to be in very good repair, and are kept 
so at the Master’s expense. 

THE BLUE GIRLS SCHOOL. 

The Blue Girls School in the City of Waterford, was founded by the Mason 
family, and is supported by a permanent annual income of 143. j s . 6d. of 
which sum £. 60 is a rent-charge for ever payable to it by the Corporation of 
Waterford. I11 the year 1784 Counsellor Alcock left^. 1,000 to the Institution : 
the interest ot which £. 60 is part of the above annual fund. 

There is a School-house, part of which is let in lodging, and 34 Girls are 
clothed and educated in this School ; we have had no return of the Salary of the 
Master; the Children do not appear by the account furnished to us to he dieted. 

BISHOP FOY’S CHARITY. 

Doctor Nathaniel Foy, formerly Bishop of Waterford, by his last Will and 
lestament, in the year 1707, endowed this Schoolwith the residue of his fortune 
after the payment of certain legacies, and directed that the produce of said 
residue should be vested in Lands, for the support of a School in Waterford, to 
teach the Children of the Poor gratis ; and to clothe and apprentice them, when 
nt, t o trades ; and also that the number of the Children should he increased 
m proportion to the increase of the funds or rents of the Charity. It appears 
from a document in our possession, of the state of this School, which was in- 
vestigated by the members of the Board of Education, which sat in 1788 that 
the annual income of this Charity was in that year /. k 23. 11. and that there 
was then the sum of £. 1,400 in money lodged in private security, helono-- 
ing to the I rustees, and that 75 Children were in that year on the Establish- • 
ment. 

An Act of Parliament was passed in the 1st year of George the 2d, for 
the regulation ot this Chanty ; and a further Act, to enlarge the powers of the 
foi mer, and intituled ‘ An Act to perpetuate and better regulate the Charitable 
foundation of Doctor Nathaniel Foy, late Lord Bishop of Waterford and 
.Lismoie, and tor other purposes,” was passed in the year 1808. 

By this last Act, the Estates of the Charity are vested in the Lord Bishop of 
Waterford the Mayor ot Waterford, and the Dean of Waterford for the time 
heing, and powers are given to them to sell the present School-house and to 
erect in a n;ore convenient situation anew School-house suitable to the fct'ire 
extent ot tile Endowment, with powers to pay a Master a Salary of f. loo per 
annum, and £50 per annum to each Usher, and to maintain, board and lain tile 
pchoor-ni aster, Ushers, Servants. and Children in the School-house, Bishop Foy 
in his Will having limited his Trustees to instructing and binding oft the 
Children only. Ihere were m 180S fifty-seven Children instructed at this 
School ; the number now attending the School is sixty seven, 
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The present Estates of this Charity consist of about one thousand four 
, hundred acres of Land, together with two or three small plots of ground in the 
City of Waterford, and now produce only £.466. 115. per annum. But it ap- 
pears by a survey proved before the Judges in Ireland, that the following Estates 
belonging to the Charity (which are held by Leases made in year 1741. in each 
of which there is only one life existing, and that a very aged one) will, when 
the present Leases expire, produce in all probability the following annual rents;

— A third part of the expense of building any School-house, provided said 
third shall not exceed the sum of- 50 for each School, to be.paid as soon as a Lease, or grant of 
one acre of ground in perpetuity for the purpose, shall be granted and registered ; and satisfactory 
proof laid before the Association, that the said house is roofed in w ith new foreign timber, and 
slated, and built of lime and stone, or brick ; and they will also grant an annual salary of £.10 to a 
School-master, or Mistress, and a gratuity of £. 5 at the end of every year, provided lie or she shall 
produce a Certificate front the Minister of the Parish, and three or more of the subscribers, of It is 
or her diligence and good conduct: these grants to be continued so long as the Association shall 
receive Parliamentary aid for the purpose. 

Resolved, That previous to the payment of any Money granted in aid of the building of anv 
School-house, an exact ground plan, and elevation of such School-house, together with an' Estimate 
of the expense, shall he transmitted to the Secretaries, and that such transmission shall be an 
indispensable condition of the payment of such Grant.
